An Act to icgulato the silo of medicines 


anil poisons, anil lo repeal Chapter 850 of 
the Statutes. 
It ii enacted !*y Me General Assembly an 


loll'MS: 


SEW. 1. It shall bo unlawful for any per- 


son, unless a registered pharmacist, or re;;is- 
leieJ assistant pharmacist, in the employ of 
a registered pharmacist, or unless acting as 
an aiil under the Immediate supervision of a 
registered assistant pharmacist, wilhin Iho 
luc-aiilng of this act, to retail, compound, or 
ilispeiise juedicines or poison, except a? here- 
inafter provided. 


SEC. 
'2. Any person, iu order to he a regis- 


tered pharmacist or a registered assistant 
pharmacist, In the meaning of this act, shall 
be- cither a graduate lu pharmacy, a practic- 
ing pharmacist, or a practicing assistant in 
pharmacy. Graduates In pharmacy shall he 
such as hare oh'.alned a diploma from a reg- 
ularly incorporated college of pharmacy, and 
shall have presented satisfactory evidence oi 
1 


tlic-lr qualiu'callouj to the State Board of 
Pnartnacy. Practicing pharmacists shall he 
such persons, as, at or prior to tho passage 
tif this act, have kept, and continue to keep, 
open shops for compounding and dispensing 
the prescriptions of medical practitioner;, 
and for the re tailing of drugi and medicines, 
and who shall gi?e to the Euto Hoard of 
Pharmacy satisfactory evidence of their qual- 
ifications and shall have declared their inten- 
tions in writing of keeping opeu shop for the 
compounding of prescriptions and the retail- 
ing of drugs and medicines; and such other 
persons as shall hive given to the. Stale ISoard 
of Pharmacy satisfactory ovldence of their 
Intentions iu writing ol keeping open shop 
for the compounding of prescriptions, and 
the retailing of drugs and medicines. Frac- 
liciut! assiitanlE in pharmacy shall he such 
persons as have served three years' appren- 
ticeship in a shop where the prescriptions of 
medical practitioners arn compounded, and 
shall have pissed a satisfactory examination 
before the State Board of Pharmacy, 


SKC, 3. The Suto Board ol Pharm; 


shall consist ofseven persons, to ha appoint- 
ed hy the Governor from the registered phar- 
macists of the- State, and shall hold office for 
the term of three years and until their suc- 
cessors are appointed. The members of the 
I'harinacenttcal ISoard of the Slate appoint- 
ed by Governor punuant to Chapter S.W of 
the Statutes, shall constitute.!™- the term for 
which they were appointed, the State Hoard 
of Pharmacy,withiu the meaning of this act, 
On ihe nisi ol July, A. I). 1873, and in every 
ihird year thereafter, the Governor shall ap- 
poiut the 3:ate Board of Pharmacy; and in 
case of vacancy at any time, arising from 
resignatton.death, or removal from the Stale, 
the Governor shall have power to fill such 
vacancy from the registered pharmacists of 
the State Four members of said Board shall 
constitute a iiuorum. S»!d Board shall or- 
ganize by Ihe election of a President and 
Secretary, both of whom shall sign all certifi- 
cates and other official documents. 
Said 


Hoard shall meet twice a year aud shall have 
power lo make by laws and all necessary 
regulations for tho proper fulfillment of their 
duties under this act 
Tho secretary of 


said Board shall also be registrar of pharma- 
cist?. The duties of said Board shall be lo 
examine all applicants for registration; to 
direcl the registration by tin registrar of al! 
persons properly qualified orentnled tnereto, 
and report annually to tho General Assem- 
bly ou the condition of pharmacy, togelher 
with the names of all registered pharmacists 
.and assistant pharmacists. The duties of the 
registrar of pharmacists shall be to take a 
book in which shall be entered, under the 
supervision of the State Board ofPharmacy. 
the name and place of business of every per- 
son who shall apply for registration. li shall 
a!-o he tho duty of tho registrar to duly note 
the fact agianst the name of any registered 
pharmacist, or assistant pharmacist, who 
may have died or removed Jrem the Slates 
ordisroscd of or relinquished his business, 
aud lo nuKc all necessary alterations in the 
location of persons registered'under this 
act. 


SEC. 4. Every person applying for exam- 


ination and registration under this act shall 
pay to the State Board of I'harmacy (en 
dollars, and on passing the examination re- 
quired shall be furnishea free of expense, 
with a certificate of registration. Any reg- 
istered assistant phsretacist, m»y, wilh the 
consent of said Board be entitled to registra- 
tion as a registered pharuiicisl, and shall be 
furnished wilh a certificate of registration 
for which certificate ho shall pay the regis- 
trar ous dollar. Kvcry certificate, issued by 
said Board, shall he renewed annually, for 
which renocral one dollar shall b« paid to 
Ihc registrar. The fees received for exam 
tuitions, registration and certificates, tinder 
this act, shall be appropriated to defray the 
expenses of Ihc Stale Board of Pharmacy. 
OOKC. 5. Any person.not a registered phar- 
marcist, who shall, after the passage or this 
act, keep open shop for the retailing anil 
dispensing of medicines and 
poisons; or 


who shall take, luo or exhibit the title of 
registered pharmacist; or any person who 
shsH violate any of Ibe provisions of this act, 
shall, upon the first conviction, be sentenced 
topayaflr.r offlfty dollars, and upon the 
sciviid, and every subsequent consiction, 
shall be sentenced to pay a fine of one hun- 
ilKd dollars; and all Ones recovered under 
this act shall ensure one half to ihe State, 
and one half to the complainant: Provided 
however, That in toirni or piris of towns 
where there is no registered pharmacist 
within three miles, it may bo lawful for any 
person to sell the usual domestic medicines 
pnt np by a registered ptwrmiclst, and 
marked wilh liia labtl, such persons pro- 
curing annually a certified from the Slate 
Hoard of Pharmacy, and piyinr; one dollar 
for such annual certificate. 


Sice. 6. Nothing hereinbefore contained 


in this act shall apply lo »ny practitioner 
of medicine, who docs not keep open shop 
lor the retailing, dtspcniing ur compound- 
ing of medicines or poisooi, nor prevent him 
Irom administering or supplying to his p.v 
tienls such articles »s he may deem fit ami 
proper ;nor shall it inlerlere wilh tlie making 
and dealing In propriel»ry medicines, (pop- 
ularly called patent medicines,) unless such 
medicines be wholly or In part composed 
of some of the articles enumerated in 
schedule A,cf this set; nor with the bnsi- 
n.-ss of wholesale dealers in supplying medi- 
cines and poisons lo registered phar'tnadsls 
and phyilci»ns and for use in the srts. 


SKO. 7. No person shall hereafter $ell,either 


by wholesale or relall, except for exporta- 
tion, any of the poisons enumerated in 
jchcdnlo A of this act, without distinctly la- 
belling the bottle, box, vewl or paper, anil 
wrapper or cover i« which s»ld poison i! con- 
tained, with the n»tn« .of loe article, the 
word POISON, and the name and place of 
business of the setkr; an.l every registered 
pharmacist selling or dispeniing »ny of said 
poisons shall first enter In a book to be kept

Follow- 
ing this as a natural consequence, wa see, no 
such pleisaut homes, as are scattered over 


iv Euglanil, but the houses are very poor 


mid cheerless looking, and in nearly every 
one can be seen more or less hats and old 
clothes stuffed in the wimiowswhere the glass 
has been broken, while the whole appearance 
of the house ..is ono of gloom. This is Ihe 
condiliou of Ihe average class of houses 
while ihero are many in which large fanii 
lies are dwelling, where one of our Island 
farmers" would hesitate to winter his cattle.
